U. S. Puts Tight 
Curbs On Cuba 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Th* 
Eisenhower adminstration act­ 
ed on two fronts today to put 
tight curbs on American busi­ 
ness dealings with Cuba. 
The Commerce Department 
banned all exports to Cuba ex­ 
cept 
for 
medicines, 
certain 
medical supplies and food pro­ 
duced without federal subsidy. 
Simultaneously, the Maritime 
Adminstration made it illegal 
for American-owned ships to be 
sold, transferred or chartered 
to Cuban interests unless the 
agency approves the deal in 
advance. 
Today’s move to curb exports 
to Cuba was the second in this 
area in recent months. The 
Commerce Department earlier 
imposed a requirement that ad­ 
vance approval be obtained be­ 
fore Americans shipped any 
trucks or jeeps to Cuba. It ex­ 
pressed fear at the time that 
such vehicles might be used for 
military purposes. 
The U. S. economic steps are 
a follow-up to Castro seizures 
of American property and the 
Cuban swing toward commu­ 
nism.

report for 1959, which has just 
been made available. 
The county has 2.055 farms, 
according to the census. It lists 
1.948 
farm 
operators, 
which 
would appear to be correct be­ 
cause a number of farmers in 
the county operate more than one 
farm . 
Of the 1.948 farm ers, 1,148, or 
58 per cent, are listed as “ work­ 
ing off their farm ” and 855 are 
listed as working off the farm 
“ IOO or more days per year,” in 
other words practically full time. 
49-HOUR WEEK PLUS 
The census figures bear out 
what had been apparent for the 
last several years, that there are 
a large number of farmers in the 
county who spend 40 hours a 
week or more in other employ 
ment, and operate their farms 
the remainder of their time.

REBUILDING! Emmitsburg 
OF PA.JOBLESS 
PAY FUND LAGS 


By JACK LYNCH 
HARRISBURG (AP* - Pennsyl­ 
vania is behind schedule in re­ 
building the unemployment fund 
reserve to $300 million because of 
the business slowdown this year, 
a state official said today. 
“ We are rebuilding the fund at 
the rate of about a million dollars 
a month.” Paul J. Smith, unem­ 
ployment compensation director, 
said in an interview. 
“There should be a net gain 
this year of about $15 million, 
based on collections from each of 
the four quarters ending next Jan. 
31.” he added. 
BLAMES POOR BUSINESS 
When the unemployment com­ 
pensation law was revised by the 
Legislature last year it was hoped 
that the fund might, be rebuilt at 
the rate of $50 to $60 million an­ 
nually. 
Smith blamed poorer than anti­ 
cipated business conditions and 
resulting unemployment for the 
slower rate in rebuilding the fund.

Smith said the fund has been 
paying out some $5 million weekly 
in jobless benefits. Payments have 
held high because of increased un­ 
employment. The Bureau of Em ­ 
ployment Security reported that 
7.4 per cent of the state’s labor 
force was idle in mid-September. 
Under the new law, employer- 
paid unemployment taxes range 
from 1.6 to 4 per cent, based on 
employment stability experience.

More 
than a third of the 196.000 affected 
employers pay the highest rate, 
Smith said. 
The employer tax was increased 
from a flat 2.7 per cent rate both 
to restore the fund s balance and 
to finance higher benefits.
